James Craig, M.-P., 
yesterday at an Orange demonstration at 
Finnebrogue, near Downpatrick, said that 
they had assembled to take part in 
what, to Ulster, waa the outstanding 
landmark in Irish history.

Im the next place, the 
bowrgeois parties are anxious, by uniting 
with them in the demand for internal 
reform, to deprive the Socialists of their 
monopoly of leadership in the peace ques- 
tion.

It is shelved, however, only on the prin- 
ciple that the longest way round is the 
shortest way home; and in their approach 
to the problem. of peace via internal re- 
form the Reichstag parties appear to have 
won a substantial victory.

The German Press is 
now canvassing important constitutional 
changes in a democratic direction, and, 
though the Conservatives are still fighting 
hard against them, it seems likely that 
these changes will take effect. They con- 
cern two separate things—first, the rela- 
tions between the Imperial Government 
and the Reichstag; and, secondly, the 
reform of the Prussian franchise. In 
regard to the former, four members of the 
Reichstag are to be appointed Secretaries 
of State, and these four will in future 
control the policy of the Empire. They 
will be drawn from four parties—the 
Centre, Progressives, National Liberals, 
and Social Democrats—in order to create 
“a kind of Parliamentary Government.” 
The new Ministries of the Empire are to 
include a constitutional Labour Ministry, 
with a Minister who has the confidence of 
the working classes. For this position the 
member designated is Herr Legier, who is 
the real leader of German trade unionism, 
while Herr Scheidemann is the leader of 
Parliamentary Socialism. Their relation- 
ship to the Imperial Chancellor, who 
hitherto has been the supreme executive 
Minister, responsible only to the Kaiser, is 
undefined, though the reality of the re- 
form clearly hinges wholly upon this 
relationship; but it is a distinct advance 
that the principle of Parliamentary re- 
sponsibility should be admitted. The 
changes in the Prussian Cabinet, whose 
chief Junker and Conservative members 
have resigned, have no direct connection 
with this contemplated Imperial change. 
They are occasioned by the necessity of 
having a Cabinet in Prussia which will 
introduce and press through the demo- 
cratisation sf the Prussian electoral 
system. That system is the uitimate 
stronghold of reaction in the whole 
Empire; it is the first objective of the 
progressive parties; and it supplies the 
crucial test of the sincerity of the Govern- 
ment’s new liberal professions. We must 
wait to see to what extent Germany is 
really entering the path of democracy. In 
the meantime the democratic forces 
appear to be winning the first round in a 
struggle of which the end is not yet.

The halfpenny that they will save on 
itheir packets of ten will gratify them 
almost into thinking that they are buying 
at pre-war pricés, instead of still paying 
33 1-3 per cent. increase. There does not 
seem, however, to be any necessity to 
clamour for’ a State monopoly such as 
exists in nearly every Continental country. 
Certainly, the Government profits are 
attractive in France, but up to.a few 
years ago there was dissatisfaction that 
the State did not distribute sufficient 
varieties of cigarettes. This has gradu- 
ally been altered, and, since the beginning 
of the war, every “ Allied” palate has been 
suited. Latin and Oriental countries have 
been devotees of cigarettes for genera- 
tions, but the habit has anly been popular 
in these islands for about a quarter of a 
century. Fifty years ago the only varie 
ties sold were the Russian and Turkish 
products. The general adoption of cigar- 
ettes dates from about 1875, when Ameri- 
can firms introduced “sweet” Virginia 
cigarettes, which “caught on ” until the 
British makers began to compete. Cigar- 
ettes are the solace of wounded soldiers and 
sedentary men. In 1915 the consumption 
of tobacco rose to over 116,000,000 Ibs. , in- 
volving an expenditure of over £38,000,000. 
This was exclusive of duty-free tobacco to 
‘the Services abroad. The cigar bill, how- 
‘ever, has decreased. It is encouraging to 
note that British cigars are not “ tabco” 
to the same extent as formerly. The 
connoisseur, of course, will cling to his 
Havanas, but he can be tolerant towards 
Indian cheroots, and have quite an open 
mind about cigarettes and pipe tobacco. 
There is an excuse now for a little more 
indulgence: the gain on saving can be so 
easily magnified.

at which they have arrived: In no cireum- 
stances, said ‘tho Attorney-General, will they 
sanction punitive action upon the report of the 
Mesopotamia Commission, In making this firm 
stand the Government are absolutely right, and 
their determination not to violate the element- 
ary principles of British justice is indisputable. 
But the Court of Inquiry The Times finds un- 
satisfactory, on more grounds thay one. What 
are to be the limits of this inquiry? At what 
point does it stop? Mr. Chamberlain is not the 
only Minister implicated. Are we to understand 
that all the Ministers concerned, including those 
still in office, propose to allow so curious & 
court. to assess their relative degrees of respon- 
sibility? “The truth is that the passion for 
, punishment, and any ill-considered plan for 
satiefying it, may end in producing a situation 
which is frankly impossible and grotesque—the 
very last thing to be desired in a case of such 
real gravity.

On the 
Ochtschara Russian Chasseur troops, and enemy 
loeal attacks on the Stokhod were repulsed. 

Between the Dneister and the Carpathians the 
Russians, using mixed detachments, felt their 
way towards the Lomnica position, and near 
Kalusz advance troops reached the western 
bank of the river.

Yesterday's Vienna communiqué :— 

Nothing of importance has taken place in 
Rumania or in the Carpathians. To the south 
of the Dniester the Russians reached our 
Lomnica position near Kalusz.

He said that his object was to 
explain the legal and technical considerations 
which led the Government to set up a judicial 
tribunal to inquire into the allegation con- 
tained in the report of the Commision. He 
pointed out that the Mesopotamia Commission 
was appointed with the sanction and approval 
of Parliament, to inquire into the origin, in- 
ception, and conduct of the operations in 
Mesopotamia, and into the responsibility of the 
departments of the Government, whose duty it 
haa been to minister to the wants of the forces 
employed in that theatre of ‘war. No one could 
have conceived, and no lawyer could have 
drafted, a reference less calculated to bring 
home to the minds of the Commissioners that 
they were sitting .as a body, one of whose 
functions would be to pronounce a final and

The Commission rightly took the view 
that their primary duty was to adjudicate 
upon the conduct of the higher authorities, and 


to render them a suitable tribunal to under. 
take the functions of courts-martial, or military 
courts of inquiry, The Commission was in- 
vested with the power of compelling evidence 
and the production of documents. The lowest 
criminal in the land could refuse to answer 
questions, and so incriminate himself. Parlia- 
ment took that power from the persons called 
before the Mesopotamia Commission. That 
was, no doubt, a right proposal, in the interests 
of justice; but it was not right to turn round 
afterwards, and say that the men involved, who 
were not represented by counsel, should be 
judged and condemned upon the evidence they 
gave, especially when it was laid down in the 
Act which established the Commission that 
answers given at the inquiry should not be evi- 
dence in any proceedings which might after-

REMARKABLE SITUATION. . | 


A Berlin telegram ria Amsterdam says :— The 
Reichstag met on Wednesday. Before the order 
of the day was entered upon, Dr. Spahn, 
Central Party leader, requested that the ‘ques- 
tion of fore and domestic policy and the 
credit vote should be struck off the paper. On 
the other hand, Count Westarp, Conservative, 
urged the discussion of the credit vote, so that 
the impression might not be created that its 
settlement was dependent on certain conditions. 

Herr Haase, Independent Socialist, said the 
Independent Socialists are against credits, 
therefore, I attach no value to decisions on 
these motions. 

Herr Scheidemann eaid:—We are nob accus- 
tomed to vote money and afterwards discuss 
whether such action was right or wrong. It is 
our practice to have a previous discussion. — 

Count Westarp remarked:—In. war time 
money should be voted without examination, 
and to-day it should be voted immediately in 
view of the impression it would make abroad. 

Count Westarp’s motion was rejected in spite 
of the support of the Right and some National 
Liberals and Independent Socialists. Dr. 
Spahn’s motion was accepted. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
RESIGNATION. 


Mr. Austen Chamberlain, in resigning his 
office as Secretary of State for India, has 
done the right thing in the spirit of disin- 
terested patriotism which has distinguished his 
public career, declares the Daily Telegraph. 
Of all those who oceupied places of high official 
responsibility in connection with the Mesopo- 
tamia muddle he alone retained until now the 
post which he occupied during those disastrous 
months. The fact that the others are no 
longer “in the positions they then held has 
been generally recognised as fitting and neces- 
sary, and Mr. Chamberlain in- taking this step 
places himself upon an equal footing with. 
them. Mr. Chamberlain's patriotism, ability, 
and devotion to the duties of his office have 
not been, and could not be, impugned. Such 
strictures as are passed upon some of his pro- 
ceedings in the report are of the mildest, 
and are accompanied by positive compliments 
upon his action in other particulars. Never- 
theless, some share in a heavy responsibility 
has been loosely allotted to him. The ques 
tion of culpability of all those criticised in the 
report is to be made the subject of judicial 
inquiry, and Mr. Chamberlain does only what 
the situation demands in placing his resigna- 
tion in the hands of the Prime Minister.
